ABOARD FLAGSHIP QUEEN ELIZABETH WITH THE

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Railroads Meet the Test 
Many have been the prophecies the rail- 
roads of the nation would be unable to with- 
stand the strain and wear of the sudden up- 
surge in business that would come as a result 
of defense; but the prophets, if not without 
honor, were badly mistaken. 

The long-feared normal October peak has 
come and gone, with defense thrown in for 
good measure, and the carriers breezed through 
without. being pushed. To be sure, the 922,884 
loaded cars handled during the third week of 
the month was 25,000 cars less than railroad 
officials, themselves, anticipated; but that 
would seem to indicate the roads are prepared 
to move a much greater volume of business 
than has yet actually come in sight. Of course 
the volume will come as soon as defense gets 
into the main stretch; but as an indication of 
what the railroads can do for the long pull, 
they carried over 900,000 loaded cars a week 
for seven successive weeks. 

This was probably the highest point of ef- 
ficiency ever attained by American railroads 
in a sustained effort. The average loaded car 
was hauled 44.1 miles per day, against 35 miles 
considered good hauling in 1940. 

Unfortunately, in one sense of the word, the 
carriers will not get their usual breathing spell 
in November and December to prepare for the 
next peak which is normally to be expected in 
January. Defense knows no seasons, and the 
preparedness peak, ever-heightening, must be 
considered normal for some time to come. 
Scarcity of steel has reduced delivery of needed 
new cars, but the life and agility of a freight 
car is surprisingly lasting when kept in repair 
and operated at top efficiency. 

The rail carriers met the recent challenge 
to move emergency oil, in tank cars, to the 
eastern seaboard; they are meeting the defense 
challenge. But shippers must co-operate, the 
public must co-operate. Freight cars must 
be loaded and unloaded more promptly. The 
average movement of 44.1 miles per day must 
be boosted. If the railroads can’t get the new 
cars they need, they must move the old ones 
more miles per day to handle the increasing 
volume of business. And that can be accom- 
plished only with the co-operation of all con- 
cerned.

It was the short, but powerful, sentence: “I 
will waste nothing.” 

Since the observance of War Against Waste 
Day, hundreds of thousands of persons in all 
parts of the country haye signed pledges indi- 
cating their desire to enlist their homes in 
the vital national defense effort. by conserving 
everything they use. Pledge cards have been 
distributed through church groups, labor un- 
ions, stores, women’s organizations and many 
other groups. 

If you have not signed this pledge, do so 
at once. None can deny that to waste nothing 
is as much a part of the defense effort as 
building bombers or making bullets. It is ex- 
actly as Miss Elliott said—‘The food we eat, 
the clothes we wear, the things we buy, the 
things we use, the dollars we spend, the pen- 
nies we save—all these are as much a part of 
_ defense as guns, tanks and airplanes. Each of 
America’s 132 million consumers holds it in 
his power to build defense by guarding these 
resources.”

Germ Killers 

There is no germ known to science that 
cannot be destroyed quite easily. Iodine or 
carbolic acid will doubtless kill any of them. 
But lodine cannot be dropped into the eye, or 
carbolic acid mopped into the throat, inasmuch 
as the object of the procedure is to kill the 
bug—not blind or maim the patient. So, 
throughout the years, scientists have been 
seeking, and finding, and isolating remedies 
that would do more harm to germs than to 
people. 

A few years ago sulfanilamide, and its coun- 
terparts, was brought into practical use. It 
was considered dangerous then because of 
certain damaging effects and still is, unless 
taken under the direction of a physician. But 
properly administered it is a boon to mankind 
and has doubtless saved the lives of hundreds 
of thousands of people. 

Recently another germ killer, said to be 
brewed by bacteria living in the soil, has been 
given attention in the doctors’ laboratories. 
Gramicidin they call it and in certain cases 
it has been death to streptococci, staphylo- 
cocci and pneumococci. On application to lo- 
cal infections it has turned out to be up to 100,- 
000 times as strong as sulfanilamide. One ex- 
perimental patient who had an ulcer on the 
leg for 15 years is said to have been cured in 
three weeks. 

In an experiment with mice, one-millionth 
of a teaspoonful proved sufficient to counter- 
act 10,000 fatal doses of pneumococci, But the 
difficulty with the remedy, when administered 
internally, is that it destroys the red blood 
cells. So its most hopeful future seems to lie 
in its use as an external remedy, although 
there is no telling what may be brought forth 
after further experimentation. 

The silent hunter in the laboratory—the 
unsung scientist, is doing a noble job of pro- 
longing human life. And he is doing it, in most 
cases, without hope of reward save in the sat- 
isfaction of finding something new, or improy- 
ing upon the old.

Sam to gather information on the nation’s 
motor transportation facilities so defense of- 
ficials can plan effectively for the best use of 
trucks and buses in the event of a national 
emergency. In other words, this country means 
to jump the gun on the taxicab army of old 
France—just in case, 

The survey is attempting to obtain detailed 
information on every truck, freight trailer and 
bus in the natfon. Naturally this task is tre- 
mendous and to gather the information it is 
necessary to spend taxpayer’s dollars. Yet it 
stands to reason this is money well-spent, 
something the average citizen can appreciate 
and understand. One has only to consider the 
millions of vehicles in the United States to 
gain a faint idea of the size of the task—and 
its importance to us all. 

The main point being asked by those mak- 
ing the survey is “In case of an emergency 
would you voluntarily hire or lease your ve- 
hicle to a federal agency?’”’ The results of this 
poll are not yet in, but it is safe to assume the 
big. per centage of replies will be in the af- 
firmative. Here again is another example of 
the opportunity given the “little man” to help 
in the defense of his country. 


With all the troubles we are having among

TEST OF U. S. MATERIAL WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.-— 


The big scale offensive launch- 
ed by the British imperial army against German and Italian forces 
on the Libyan frontier is expected to offer the first real test 
under actual war conditions of American-made tanks and other 
armored equipment which we have been turning out since the 
huge national defense program got under way. 

For this reason, developments on the “second war front” will 
be followed with more than the usual interest by American*mili- 
tary observers, a number of whom undoubtedly will be assigned 
to the scene of action. 

It is no longer a military secret that much or most of the new 
equipment our defense industries have been turning out in recent 
months has been sent to British forces in Africa. Especially has 
this been true since the German invasion of Russia late in June, 
a development which greatly lessened the chances of an imme- 
diate Nazi att on England. Large quantities of our tanks, anti- 
tank guns, and other armored vehicles are known to have been 
consigned to British African forces. In ordering it for delivery 
there the British high command was presumably laying the ground- 
work for the new offensive that has now started, 

The American products are supposed

to represent the very latest word in 


armored military equipment that has revolutionized past concepts 
of warfare. In developing the tanks and guns we have borrowed 
something from the Germans, something from the British, a bit 
from the French, and then added whatever our own engineers and 
military experts have been able to devise by way of perfection. 
On top of all this, we were able to use actual war conditions as 
a laboratory for our preliminary experiments. 

When the Germans made their drive through the Low Coun- 
tries into France we had military observers on both side watching 
operations. We had them in the Greek campaign, in the earlier 
Libyan fighting, and now we have them in Russia. Naturally, the 
British have passed on to us all the information they have 
been able to gather as to the strong and weak points in construc- 


tion of armored equipment.

out the most superior equipment the war has yet seen it will be 
a severe reflection on our methods and skill.

to stand the strain better than the stuff it goes up against, then 
we have got something that may offer the prospect of writing 
finis to the war much earlier than anyone was able to visualize 
a few months or a year ago when the end was so clouded in un- 
certainty that no one could hazard a prediction. 

From this standpoint, it is possible to put a much greater im- 
portance on the new offensive launched by the British than the 
outward circumstances indicate.

The sher- 
iff had the final say in the situa- 
tion and when the mob advanced 
there was no force to challenge 
the murderers. 


The victims were members of a’ 
union of steam shovel operators, 
which Lewis, in his telegram, de-| 
scribed and condemned as an “‘out-| 
law organization” because it had} 
been suspended from the. Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. However, 
the steam shovel men occupied the 


AFL that Lewis’ mine workers oc- 
cupy today. That is to say, the 
miners are outside the AFL and 
are therefore “outlaws.”

ONE WORD MORE

HOW TO WRITE A NOVEL 


This piece is being written fn 
Nashville, Tenn. while the 
planes make up their minds if they will Ny. It is cold and murky 
and dismal outside, but here in the room where I am writing, it is 
quiet and warm. 

The room is one where a writer works. He is an old friend of 
mine. Once we roomed together. That was a long time ago when 
both of us were reporters on the same paper here in Nashville. 

About two years ago he sold a novel and quit his newspaper job. 
He got a writing fellowship. He has more or less lived in the room 
where I write since that time. ‘The second novel has required a year 
of work. Three chapters remain to be finished. That willbe about 
30 pages. He expects that to require a few weeks. 

Last night, after a football game, there were a number of persons 
here in this same apartment. One of them was Andrew Lytle, one 


of the so-called “Vanderbilt school” of writers. He had worked five 
painstaking years on a book about the expedition of Hernando 
DeSoto into this country four centuries ago, Only a very real 
scholar could have done the job. It required an immense knowledge 
0 It is called ‘‘At the Moon's Inn” and 1 think will be widely 
read, 

I think I know how a novel is written. 

It is written with toil, It is a trade requiring work as hard as 
that in a mill. 


RESEARCH JOBS This friend of mine, who is about finished 

with his second novel, has had to do long 
months of research. He is writing a story of the old timber days 
when great rafts filled the rivers of Georgia. 

He is from south Georgia. He went back there. He went in a 
small boat more than 200 miles down the vast Altamaha. He saw 
only a few fishermen. Once the river teemed with life. Once great 
rafts passed daily down its waters and by its deep borders of swamps, 
_ In Darien he found old files of a newspaper which told of rafts 
In Which the average length of the logs was more than 150 feet. 
He found the story of the great hurricane of 1898. He found some- 
thing of the history of that section of the state which died when 
timber died. It was a great lusty period when men were exploiting 
the timber and the men who cut it and rafted it. And the men 
, themselves, in their own way, were trying to meet stea! with steal 
and roguery with roguery. The rivers were noisy and alive. 

He worked hard at the old facts. He talked with old men who 
once rode the rafts down the rivers to the coast. The Altamaha was 
then the most important commercial river in the state. 

When he had done this work he began to write. He found sitting 
at a typewriter too difficult. He began to write with a pencil. 
Changes were easier. He filled note books with his sentences. In 
other periods he typed out the notes. 

He worked regular hours. He came to this room where TIT now 
am writing at 7:30 each morning. He worked until noon and took 
off an hour. He then resumed and worked until 4:30. 

It was the most exacting discipline. 

There are times when he cannot sleep. Understand, he has been 
doing this work for about a year. It is creative. Each sentence is 
a job. 

To cure this insomnia he tried everything. He tried exercise. 
He took walks. He drank hot milk before going to bed. He tried 
whisky. He tried deep breathing. He tried suffering out, walking 
the floor or just lying there, It wouldn’t work. He tried some pills 
and they let him rest. 

The job is almost done. Another 30 pages and he can quit and 
begin research on the third novel. 


A HARD TRADE I have known field trial men to spend a 
lifetime and a small fortune trying to de- 
velop a field trial winner—a champion. Only a few succeed. 

Writers are a great deal like that. The real ones, I mean. They 
keep working away. They put five years of toil into a book. It 
gets fair notices or even good ones. It sells or maybe it doesn’t. 
They go back to work and do another. They see their craftsman- 
ship improve. They are seeking to write a book they know is a 
good one. 

It is odd how a great many persons think ‘of the writers of books 
as loafing, indolent persons who wait for inspiration and dash off 
books in the midst of cocktail parties or with the aid of a bottle. 

Actually, I do not know a harder trade than the book-writing 
trade. Instead of an undisciplined life, the writing of books requires 
a Spartan discipline. I do not mean an orderly one, but a disciplined 
one. One is lashed to the oar. 

This writer, of whom I speak, is Brainerd Cheney, a Georgian. 
He is a beginner, so to speak, with one novel published and this 
second one soon to be published. When it is done I will remember 
to write something about it.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—(4)—Major 
Percival Christopher Wren, 56, 
picturesque soldier-author who 
wrote “Beau Geste” and 30 other 
adventure thrillers, died today at 
Amberley, Gloucestershire, after a 
long illness.

We might make it possible to cover a 
wider field than they are usually able to cover with their restricted 
budgets. 

Eventually, the use of volunteers will probably bring greater 
contributions to the social agencies and make it possible to employ 
more paid workers because, as the volunteers see the needs, they 
will be willing to contribute. 

There are many resources for use in every community which he 
idle part of the time because of the lack of personnel to use them. 
For instance, an official of a big city wrote me only today and said 
that his city and school playgrounds were used only part time. They 
did not dare increase the city space because they did not have money 
enough to employ paid personnel and the board of education was 
in the same position.
